OST of the people in racing will put down 
1933 as a bad year, because it was unprofit- 
able. Racing associations accustomed to paying 
dividends pleasingly plump found themselves not 
only obliged to forego dividends, but to take 
every measure possible to avoid a loss. The 
measure taken in some cases was to pass on to 
the horsemen and the public whatever deficit 
there was. The take-out from the mutuels was 
increased, the purses to the horsemen lowered— 
a well known race track method of making both 
ends meet. So the public and the performers suf- 
fered along with the promoters. Fortunes of the 
more wealthy patrons of the Turf were shrink- 
ing, and many found themselves able to do with- 
out the luxury of an expensive Thoroughbred. 
Prices for horses were low—though higher than 
last year—and consequently those who produce 
for the market felt the pinch of depression, as 
did those who conduct the sales. 

So stands the fiscal report for the year, minus 
the actual figures. 

But THE BLOOD-HORSE feels that this has been 
one of the most profitable years in the history of 
racing in this country. The profit has been placed 
to the credit of racing as a sport, if not to the 
credit of the individuals connected with the sport. 

Skipping over the obvious, and, to some extent, 
dangerous, advantage of an increase in racing 
territory, there have been two great advances 
made this year. First, the totalizator has defi- 
nitely taken its place as a part of the equipment 
of some of the leading tracks. Second, there has 
been some progress made against the evil of 
using narcotics to affect the racing ability of 
horses. 

These two advances were made along different 
fronts, but they have one objective—the confi- 
dence of the public, than which no race track 
can have a greater asset. 

On neither front is the advance more than 
started. The totalizator was used at Hialeah 
Park in 1932 and 1933, and this summer a new 
totalizator, which is in all probability—-though 
THE BLOOD-HORSE claims no expert knowledge— 
the best in the world, was installed at Arlington 
Park, Chicago, and used throughout the meeting 


there, the first time such a device had been em- 
ployed at any of the northern courses. A similar 
machine was installed for the Pimlico meeting 
this fall, its first appearance in Maryland. Thus 
these two tracks, already rich in the confidence 
of the public, added abundantly to their resources 
in this priceless commodity. 


The further progress of the totalizator is not 
mapped. Other Maryland courses probably will 
have the advantage of its services soon. There is 
no prospect of its use in Kentucky, though it 
might do something to arrest the decadence of 
the sport in the state. In California it will make 
its appearance next spring at Tanforan; the con- 
tract for its installation has already been placed. 
With one totalizator in the South, one in the 
East, one in the Mid-West and one contracted for 
in the Far West, its further spread appears in- 
evitable. The pressure of public opinion will soon 
thrust upon other associations not yet willing to 
accept it the obligation to install the most fool- 
proof wagering machine yet devised for race 
tracks. 

The totalizator is no cure-all, nor can its use 
be instituted without complications, difficulties 
and expense. But it has already shown it is 
worth whatever it costs in the matter of effort 
and money. There is no track now without it 
whose standards would not be raised by its em- 
ployment. We hope the day will come when 
it will be a fixture at every track where its use 
is practicable. 

In the matter of doping, the fight is virtually 
all in the future. Federal narcotic agents have 
been at most of the racing meetings in the coun- 
try this year (we presume), and their presence, 
along with a few arrests, served to put the fear 
of the law in the hearts of would-be offenders. 
Unfortunately, however, the fear of the law is 
not enough to handle this problem. Racing au- 
thorities themselves must work out the solution. 

Hialeah Park will inaugurate at its winter ses- 
sion what is generally called the “French 
method” of controlling this evil. One horse out 
of each field will be chosen by lot before the race 
and will be examined after the race by a govern- 
ment chemist for evidences of doping. There will 
be nothing sensational about the test; it will soon 
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become a mere matter of routine. Of its effec- 
tiveness there can be little doubt. At Tanforan 
another method is now in use, the receiving barn. 
It has been criticized in some quarters, notably 
by members of The Jockey Club, but there is in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE a meaty argument 
in its favor, in the form of a letter from C. J. Fitz 
Gerald, director of racing at Tanforan. 

As to the method best suited for combatting 
the dope evil in this country, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
still has an open mind, but, with us, it is a closed 
case that some form of control is imperative. We 
noted in the news from New Orleans last week 
the following interesting item: 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 29.—The following statement 
was issued today by Stewards John T. Ireland, T. C. 
Bradley and Julius G. Reeder of Jefferson Park: 

“Dr. Hamlet Moore, track veterinary, was called into 
conference at Jefferson Park this morning in regard to 
a plan for co-operation with government officials to 
prevent the use of narcotics or stimulants of any kind 
on Thoroughbreds racing at Jefferson Park. Dr. Moore 
was instructed to exercise the closest scrutiny possible 
in detecting any mispractice and to report any such 
findings to the stewards, as well as the government 
officials. In line with this policy we not only will have 
the observation of this highly trained veterinary but 
also of shrewd horsemen observers in Paddock Judge 
Frank Otis and Patrol Judge Tom Craven, who will be 
in the paddock before every race. It is our aim to give 
the government all the aid possible toward stamping 
out the practice of doping horses and will do our fullest 
in this direction. 

“We have also issued a general warning to all train- 
ers, owners and employees of stables that if anyone is 
found with narcotics or stimulants of any kind in their 
possession they will automatically have their licenses 
revoked.” 


These are words. THE BLOOD-HORSE challenges 
the Jefferson Park stewards to show any results 
arising from these undoubtedly good intentions. 
(A statement at the end of the meeting that 
there has been no doping will not be accepted as 
evidence.) Doping can not be abolished without 
a new method of control, carefully planned and 
rigorously administered. 

The great thing accomplished this year in the 
war against dope was not the actual measures 
taken against it so much as the mobilization of 
public opinion in such a way as to make some 
such measures necessary. The coming months 
will test the sincerity of racing associations and 
of horsemen. And if they do not prove them- 
selves thoroughly sincere, then they are cowards 
and will be retreating over ground which they 
will find themselves forced to re-take at some 
date not far distant.

many friends are patrons of the British Turf, so 
it will not surprise if Mate does go abroad this 
winter.

EONARD HALE’S reinstatement by The 
Jockey Club is not surprising to those 
who have seen him galloping horses for Col- 
onel Bradley these many months. Hale, who 
is believed to have met official displeasure for 
unseemly tardiness in leaving the post astride a 
5-2 shot at Saratoga August 27, 1929, is to ride 
for J. J. Robinson, otherwise Tom Shaw and A. 
B. Gordon, at New Orleans. Hale has now been 
absent from the saddle “long enough to know 
better.” Still, Alfred Robertson got left with 
Halcyon, an even money chance, at the recent 
Bowie session, and the displeasure he aroused 
was unofficial. Of course, Halcyon just refused 
to break. 
* * 
T is odds-on that legalized open betting will 
return to tracks in New York in 1934. In- 
formation from an authoritative source inclines 
one very strongly to the notion there will be no 
obstacles such as last spring’s to kill the Wal- 
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lace-Crawford measure in the next Legislative 
session. The New York racing season in the 
coming year will be considerably longer than 
this, the writer believes, the law allowing a 
season of some 180 days, from April 15 to 
November 15. Disbursements to the horsemen 
also may be increased, which would reduce the 
general quality of overnight fields at Rocking- 
ham, Detroit and several of the Chicago tracks. 
There would be three or four times the 350 
horses estimated available to the racing secre- 
taries for the last Belmont and Aqueduct meet- 
ings. Everything, in short, would be hunky-dory. 


HAW, Blong, Shannon and other New York 

commissioners likely will operate in the open 
ring in the Fair Grounds clubhouse if business at 
Jefferson Park warrants. New Orleans tracks 
haven’t had the books since 1925. They are popu- 
lar with big bettors and as the Crescent City is 
expected to become again a favorite winter haven 
for tourists and vacationists with repeal and 
the strife in Cuba, Fair Grounds may take some 
of the Miami tracks’ customers. The _ books, 
which will number about ten, operating at a fee 
to the track of about $20 per race, will insure 
the track a substantial sum each day, rain or 
shine, and will swell the crowds in the clubhouse, 
where the admission is steepest. The state gets 
no cut in the handle at New Orleans tracks. The 
popularity of the books was proven at Havana, 
where they packed them in to battle a syndicate 
ring, after the mutuels, in which the odds were 
better, failed to attract. 


HE take-out at Charles Town is no small one. 

The law, manifestly enacted for its revenue 
to the state, provides a “take’’ of 10 per cent, 
with breakage to the dime, and West Virginia 
imposes a 5 per cent tax on each winning ticket. 
This, according to Old Rosebud’s figures, means 
a “take” of 16.16 per cent. Needless’ to 
say, it will have a debilitating effect on 
Maryland hbankrolls, especially after the run 
of beaten choices at Bowie. Marylanders aren’t 
accustomed to a take of more than 6% per cent 
and from Baltimore and Washington is expected 
to come *much of the attendance for the six- 
furlong oval in the Panhandle State. The writer 
has a hunch racing in West Virginia will not 
flourish—it never has in a community drained 
with “take” of 10 per cent or more.

CANDAL attached the running of the $70,000 
(to the winner) Gran Premio Nacional, or 
Argentine Derby, at Palermo, Buenos Aires re- 
cently. The favorite, Hasta Hoy, was stabbed in 
the abdomen while his attendant was held at 
pistol point during early hours the morning of 
the race, which resulted in a dead heat with the 
post favorite, Requiebro, and the _ outsider, 
Tamesis, the principals. The Derby, at 2,500 
metres, brought out a field of ten starters, the 
poorest lot in the history of the race, and was 
run in 2:38 4-5. It was the first dead heat in 40 
years. 
* * 
EW YORK tracks gradually are coming 
around to modernizing the _ conditions 
of their offerings. The Saratoga Cun in 1934 
will have $5,000 added, as against $3,000 in 1933, 
with a supplementary closing on June 15 next 
year. The Belmont Stakes of 1935, like the 
Lawrence Realization, has both a weanling and 
yearling closing, which isn’t expected to swell 


the gross, however, as the subscriptions have 
been reduced. Supplementary closings insure a 
field of quality and a big purse at a compara- 
tively light cost to the management. Other New 
York stakes should have supplementary closing 
or be revised to Iock up not more than a year 
prior to their decisions. 
* * * 


HICSTRAW, with the Walden, Richard John- 

son, Pimlico and Endurance Handicaps to 
his credit in Maryland competition this fall, has 
fully justified the faith Trainer “Jack” Joyner 
placed last spring in the George D. Widener juve- 
nile, a son of *Chicle and the Ultimus mare Last 
Straw (dam of Finite). The dusky colt is back at 
Erdenheim, where he will winter with his almost 
as promising stablemate, Kawagoe, winner of 
the Belmont Nursery. Each is well engaged in 
New York’s 3-year-old prizes. Both are in the 
Belmont and Withers. Singing Wood and Sgt. 
Byrne, incidentally, are absent from early closing 
stakes. Tex Grenet, pricemaker for John Cav- 
anagh, holds Chicstraw five pounds inferior to 
Mata Hari, queen of the western juveniles. But 
then Grenet considers Kershaw Stable’s runaway, 
Watch Her, best of the year’s 2-year-olds in his 
annual ratings, so why not? Joyner probably 
hopes handicappers agree with Tex.

ARRY THE NEWS, the colt which topped the 

1931 Spa yearling sales, going to Mrs. J. H. 
Whitney for $16,000 is unable to win for $1,500 
and has returned but $1,650 of the investment. 
And The Triumvir, which topped last year’s 
vendue at $14,500, going to Mrs. Payne Whitney, 
still is a maiden after 11 tries, having earned 
but $550. However, Greentree and Llangollen 
continue among the big buyers and have obtained 
numerous bargains at the yearling auctions.

*QIR GALLAHAD III, which a few weeks back 
was tied with High Time for leadership 
among sires of juvenile winners in quantity, now 
has supplanted the Dixiana stallion, with the 
score 15 to 13 at the end of November. Flying 
Song, a daughter of Filante, dam also of Gaffs- 
man, Filemaker, Frisius, Flying Gal, etc., and a 
member of William Woodward’s Belair Stud, is 
a recent winner by *Sir Gallahad III. She gradu- 
ated at Bowie after many failures. Flying Song 
was considered a promising sort as a yearling, 
but displayed nothing worth mentioning until 
the distances of juvenile dashes were lengthened. 
* * * 
UDGE FRANK J. BRYAN, racing secretary 
at Pimlico believes events for Maryland-breds 
will produce better fields next year, pointing out 
that it was difficult to program races admitting 
4-year-olds of that category this year, due to the 
overwhelming strength in this division in one or 
two strings. However, there will be a big quan- 
tity and quality of the coming juveniles. Judge 
Bryan plans putting on a race each spring and 
fall fashioned for horses which haven’t won a 
race other than for Maryland-breds. It is ex- 
pected these offerings everywhere in the Old Line 
State in the future will adhere strictly to their 
avowed purpose of furthering the home _ blood- 
stock industry by incorporating in the conditions, 
as Judge Bryan does at Pimlico, the clause “the 
produce of mares served in Maryland.” Many a 
horse-player however, wishes races exclusively 
for Maryland-breds were abandoned altogether, 
as they bring plenty of grief to form students 
and usually produce inferior fields. 
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NOTES ON NICKS 


By MATCHEM 
NO. 2. JACK HIGH. 


MONG the young stallions now in the stud 
whose first representatives are yet to come 
to the races there are few whose prospects of 
success are brighter than those of George D. 
Widener’s Jack High, standing at the Old Kenney 
Farm, adjoining Elmendorf Farm, at Lexington. 
There have been better race horses than Jack 
High in the last 10 years, but it would not take 
many fingers to count them off. He was a mem- 
ber of the 1926 crop of foals, and he ranked 
among the year’s brightest stars, with Blue 
Larkspur, High Strung, Rose of Sharon, Clyde 
Van Dusen, etc. His 10 starts at two were all 
in stakes races with the stoutest of company. He 
won the Tremont, Flash and Hopeful Stakes; 
was second to Blue Larkspur in the Juvenile, to 
Soul of Honor in the Great American (beaten a 
nose), to Comstockery in the United States 
Hotel Stakes (beaten a head), to Blue Larkspur 
in the Saratoga Special (beaten a length); third 
to Blue Larkspur and Jean Valjean (beaten a 
nose and a head) in the National Stallion, and 
to High Strung and Roguish Eye in the fastest 
Futurity ever run. 

After his 2-year-old season, in which he earned 
$82,475, he was never thoroughly sound, but was 
nursed through four campaigns by the patient 
and skillful Andrew Jackson Joyner. At three he 
had started five times before being put away for 
the year. He won two preliminary races, finished 
third in the Withers and Belmont, both won by 
the champion Blue Larkspur, and then captured 
the Shevlin Stakes. At four he came out early 
and Mr. Joyner succeeded in getting six races 
out of him, including four victories, a second and 
a third. After one preliminary race he went out 
for the Metropolitan Handicap, in which Mr. 
Vosburgh had unaccountably handicapped him 
with 110 pounds, though his form said he was 
about 10 pounds better. He won the Metropolitan 
and ran the mile in 1:35, the fastest time ever 
made for that distance in competition on an 
American track. He also won the Maturity 
Stakes (on a muddy track) and the Brookdale 
Handicap, was second in the Brooklyn and third 
in the Carter Handicaps. He ran the mile and a 
furlong of the Brooklyn in 1:51, carrying 123 
pounds, and beating Sortie (120) and Sun Beau 
(126), among others, but came back so lame 
that he could not be started again that year. 

When the races came to Belmont Park the 
following May Jack High was racing again. He 
won two races there, the second of them the 
overnight Sun Briar Handicap, in which he gave 
the only other starter, Sunvir, 17 pounds, went 
lame, and ran the mile in 1:36 4-5. His lameness 
looked bad, but Mr. Joyner got him to the post 
once more that year, in September, at Belmont 
Park. and he finished second to Mr. Sponge in 
the Manhattan Handicap. 

In the spring of 1932, when he was a 6-year- 
old, Jack High was put in the stud at his owner's 
Erdenheim Farm in Pennsylvania, but at the end 
of the breeding season Mr. Joyner yielded to the 
temptation to try him as a racer once more. He 
brought him out during the fall season in Mary- 
land, and before the close of the racing there had 
managed to start him 10 times. In three races 
Jack High was winner, in three he was second, 
and in one, the Capital Handicap, he was third. 
One of the wins was in the one-mile Laurel 
Stakes, in which he beat a brilliant field, Gallant 
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Sir, Equipoise, St. Brideaux, Osculator, Mate and 
Fiagstone, and ran the distance in 1:37 1-5, cut- 
ting two-fifths of a second off a 13-year-old track 
record. His career ended with the following 
totals: 34 starts, 15 wins, nine seconds, six thirds, 
four times unplaced, $130,280 won. Until he was 
brought back after a season in the stud, he had 
been unplaced only once. 

Jack High had speed to go with any man’s 
horse. His best distance was a mile. 

So much for the racing record. As for con- 
formation, I think Jack High’s credentials will 
be found quite as satisfactory. He has good 
size, is strongly muscled, with short back and 
stout quarters. He has much quality, but is very 
masculine, as revealed especially in the heavy 
jowl and strong head. 

His breeding is predominantly “American.” 
His sire, John P. Grier, was by a Ben Brush line 
horse out of a mare closely inbred to Domino. 
‘ack High’s dam is a typical daughter of *Star 
Shoot, and is out of a daughter of Yankee, whose 
sire was Hanover and whose dam was Correction, 
sister to Domino. The inbreeding is not promi- 
nent, except for the Domino-Correction strains. 
There are two crosses of Hindoo in the fifth 
generation. Hermit appears once through *Star 
Shoot and once, remotely, through Friar’s Bal- 
sam; and the fifth dam, Chanoinesse, is sister 
to Hermit. There are two remote crosses of 
Galopin on John P. Grier’s side of the house. 
Missing entirely are St. Simon, Bend Or, Hamp- 
ton, Springfield, Carbine, Hastings. 

Jack High’s dam, Priscilla, raced only at two, 
winning two of her five starts. She is also dam 
of the winners Cash, St. Martins, St. Prisca and 
Straightlace, the latter, a sister to Jack High, 
winner of the Demoiselle Stakes at two. The 
second dam, Yankee Sister, bred by John E. 
Madden, did not race, but was dam of the stakes 
winner Tartar (by *Ogden) and other winners 
and was also dam of the producer Falcon, dam 
of Muttikins. Numerous good producers are in 
the female line. 

There may be some who will fault Jack High’s 
pedigree because his dam was by *Star Shoot. 
That’s great blood, they will say, but no good in 
a sire; and the reason they give is that it has 
not yet been good in a sire’s pedigree. People 
ought not to let ideas like that harden too 
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quickly. It is a well known fact that *Star 
Shoot’s daughters were great producers, that his 
sons were great racers, poor producers. But it 
is taking too much for granted to assume, here 
and now, that the descendants, male and female, 
of *Star Shoot will continue to follow the same 
pattern. 

Many breeders will wonder whether it would be 
advisable to send Jack High mares descended 
from *Star Shoot. That eminently succesful son 
of Isinglass has been much tried as inbreeding 
material. The results have been fair enough; in 
fact, several good winners. have resulted from 
such a return of blood) I happen to know that 
there were catalogued for the Saratoga sales of 
1931 no fewer than 11 yearlings rather closely 
inbred to *Star Shoot and that all but three of 
them have won. That is a percentage not likely 
to be repeated but it indicates the carrying 
power of the *Star Shoot blood. However, I have 
yet to find a horse of high class whose pedi- 
gree showed close *Star Shoot inbreeding. 

As far as the strains of *Voter, Sir Dixon, 
Ben Brush, Hanover and Domino are concerned, 
I don’t believe the breeder will materially in- 
crease his chances of getting good stock from 
Jack High by sending him mares with a return 
of these names. There is enough Domino, and 
the others are not particularly good material 
for inbreeding. *Voter is especially bad. How- 
ever, the names referred to occur far enough 
back that close inbreeding to them would be im- 
possible; and it would not be sensible to let 
such a consideration influence one to take away 
from Jack High a mare which otherwise suits 
him well. 

The names especially to be sought for in pedi- 
grees of Jack High’s mates are Hastings, Bend 
Or, St. Simon, Hampton, Carbine, Springfield, 
Isonomy, Roi Herode. 

Coming closer to the present generation, the 
following horses lend themselves readily to sup- 
plying excellent outcrosses: Fair Play, Man 0’ 
War, American Flag, *Rock Sand, Friar Rock, 
*Wrack, *Light Brigade, Polymelus, Sundridge, 
*Sun Briar, *North Star III, *Hourless, Sardana- 
pale, *Sir Gallahad III, Swynford, *Ogden and 
Jack High’s studmate, St. James. The pedigree 
of Mr. Widener’s other young stallion, James- 
town (by St. James—Mlle. Dazie, by Fair Play— 
Toggery, by *Rock Sand—Tea’s Over, by Han- 
over) should blend well with that of Jack High 
in future years. 


THE RECEIVING BARN 


Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


NOTICE where Mr. Widener, at the recent 

dinner tendered him, said he was not in 
sympathy with the plan that kept horses an 
hour in the receiving barn. 

There is a general belief, apparently on the 
part of those not familiar with the workings of 
the California plan, that horses remain in this 
barn for an hour. As a matter of fact they are 
never there longer than half an hour. We have a 
schedule which is posted in the paddock where 
all can see it. When the horses for the first race, 
which is at 2 o’clock here, come to the barn at 
1 o’clock they leave promptly at 1:30 in parade 
and led by the pony boy. They proceed to the 
paddock where they are saddled and walked 
about as has been the custom everywhere. 

Those who wish to warm up their horses may 
do so after their arrival at the paddock. The 
usual arm number on warming-up jacket is used 


so that the public knows what is being done. 

You will recall that practically every horse was 
warmed up 25 or 30 years ago. It has been a 
rare happening in recent years. Since the in- 
stallation of the receiving barn here many horse- 
men ask for the privilege. Kay Spence was the 
first. He has many imitators and I can visualize 
the time when every horse will be sent to the 
head of the stretch and breezed with or without 
a@ pony. 

I wish you could come here and see the work- 
ings of this plan, which I have no hesitancy in 
pronouncing a complete success. The barn is 
large, sanitary and commodious. The boxes are 
bedded down and horses may be turned loose 
or held by the groom, who, however, must remain 
outside. Most of the horses stand with their 
heads over the half-doors and seem to be in- 
terested in everything that goes on. No attend- 
ant is permitted to enter the stall without the 
permission of the custodian, and then only in 
cases of emergency and with the custodian 
present. Owners and trainers may come and go 
at will. 


These horses come to the paddock from this 


‘stable in normal condition and race consistently. 


The Tanforan records to date attest this. 

Starter Dickerson says the improved behavior 
of the horses at the barrier is a matter of amaze- 
ment. We have only a few notoriously bad 
actors, like Captain Fried and Cash Play, on our 
prohibited list. They are dangerous not only to 
the other horses but are a jeopardy to their 
jockeys. 

I was amused at the report from Arlington 
Downs that Jones and his followers had passed 
a resolution concerning the receiving barn. They 
condemned something about which they knew 
nothing. Unless the [California Horse Racing] 
Board changes its opinion a receiving barn will 
be a part of every plant built in California. 

Our meeting is going along smoothly, and the 
racing has been most spirited. The attendance 
has improved steadily. Like other places there 
is a lack of ready money but the interest in 
the sport is such that one feels justified in stating 
that the sport will thrive under better conditions. 

We have had two Sundays for charity with 
the sanction of the Board. Mr. Burke, the able 
chairman, is giving his time and energy to the 
task of safeguarding the situation. He has a 
sympathetic pair of associates in Messrs. Roth 
and McNaughton, neither of whom has had any 
experience with racing hitherto, but are learning 
fast. As for Henry Porter Russell, chairman of 
the Advisory Board, he is a tower of strength. 
A fine type of sportsman, he is on the job con- 
stantly and is a great comfort to me and my 
associates.

THE SILVER LINING. 


HE last day of the Maryland racing season 

was the best. There was a paid attendance 
of 14,000 people reported from the Bowie box 
office, and the pari-mutuel play totaled $555,552, 
the highest single day’s turnover of the entire 
Maryland season. The average “handle” for the 
Bowie meeting, exclusive of the two charity days, 
was $291,530, a considerable improvement over 
the $273,149 daily average for the spring meet- 
ing. The daily average paid attendance for the 
fall session was $4,795. 

On Thanksgiving Day, the end of the season, 
the weather was perfect, and as usual when such 
is the case, it was the best day of the year for 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural Association. 
The play, though a record for this year, was 
about $40,000 less than for Thanksgiving Day in 
1932, but was, nevertheless, more profitable than 
last year because of lower expenses. The aver- 
age daily “handle” for this fall was well above 
that of other autumn meetings in Maryland, but 
was $92,621 less than the average, $384,151, for 
the 12 days of the 1932 fall meeting at Bowie. 
The prosperity which turned the corner on the 
last day of the meeting probably was enough 
to offset losses earlier in the meeting and to give 
Bowie a balance on the right side of the ledger. 

Very likely the wagering on the final day would 
have been slightly larger than it was but for the 
fact that Chase Me, the “horse of the hour” in 
Maryland, was declared out of the Thanksgiving 
Handicap because of an infection in his jaw. The 
scratch was announced several hours before post 
time, so that most of the big crowd knew in ad- 


vance that the Purchase gelding would not be ; 


on the program. The Thanksgiving Handicap 
was won by Mate, soon to embark for England 
to tackle the job at which Reigh Count failed, 
the conquest of the Ascot Gold Cup. 


MATE’S AMERICAN FAREWELL. 

Mate, which soon will be on his way to Eng- 
land for a campaign with the Ascot Gold Cup 
as his principal objective, was victorious in what 
probably was his last American race, the Thanks- 
giving Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles) at Bowie November 30. In win- 
ning this last stakes event of the Maryland sea- 
son, Mate duplicated his victory of 1931 in that 
fixture, in which he has started for three consecu- 
tive seasons. He was third in the 1932 running. 
This year he would have had a chance to avenge 
the recent defeat handed him by Chase Me, but 
the latter was withdrawn from the overnight 
entries as a result of an infection in his jaw. 
Mate, carrying top weight of 117 pounds, went 
to the post a heavily played favorite, at 11 to 10. 
With Don Meade in the saddle, he was driven 
into the lead in the first few steps, and was never 
thereafter headed. Racing down the backstretch 
under restraint, he was a length and a half ahead 
of Osculator (111), which appeared to be forcing 
the pace for the benefit of his stablemate and 
brother, Pomposity (3-y-o, 108), just then trail- 
ing the field of 10. Dominus (3-y-o, 110) and 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Watch Him (104) were well 
lapped on Osculator. The latter, quitting at the 
half-mile, was succeeded in second place by 
Watch Him, the only horse which offered a chal- 
lenge during the latter stages. In his desperate 
effort to catch the unextended leader, Watch Him 
drew out four lengths ahead of the others, but 


when the finish was reached he was still two and 
a half lengths behind Mate, which was going 
away. J. R. Buchanan’s Chatmoss (100%) came 
around the others on the second turn and got up 
to take third money by a nose from Selby L. 
Burch’s Thursday (103). The others were Kerry 
Patch (3-y-o, 110), Dominus, Mad Frump (104), 
Clarify (3-y-o, 98), Pomposity, Osculator. Time, 
724, :48 2-5, 1:13 3-5, 1:39 3-5, 1:46 3-5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $2,445, $500, $250, $125.

Mate’s Thanksgiving Handicap win brings his 
earnings for the current season up to $10,295, 
and his earnings for four seasons to $297,660. He 
is still approximately $16,000 short of the total 
with which Zev is credited, and is still fifth on 
the list of leading American money-winning 
horses. Mr. Bostwick’s present plans are to ship 
Mate to England on the Berengaria, sailing De- 
cember 15, and to accompany the horse. In Eng- 
land Mate will be trained by Ivor Anthony, who 
also handles the horses of several other American 
owners, including those of Mr. Bostwick’s aunt, 
Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark. The son of Prince Pal 
is to be started in the Coronation Cup and the 
Ascot Gold Cup, the two races in which the 
American Reigh Count finished first and second 
respectively in 1929. America will be represented 
by two starters in the Ascot Gold Cup if both 
Gusto and Mate get to the post. 


CHICSTRAW’S ENDURANCE HANDICAP. 
Handicapper Joseph McLennan put 122 pounds 
on Chicstraw for the twelfth running of the En- 
durance Handicap ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
mile and 70 yards), at Bowie November 28, and 
asked him to make big weight concessions to 
other members of the field, except Bazaar, 122, 
which did not start. The weight arrangement was 
favorable enough to attract six others into the 
contest, but the crowd was unperturbed in its 
belief in Chicstraw. It made him favorite at 60 
cents on the dollar. During the running the 
crowd was not auite so unperturbed. Chicstraw, 
ridden by Don Meade, went into the lead early, 
but had National Anthem (105) at his throat 
during most of the first five furlongs. The latter, 
while unable to extend the favorite, did keep him 
going at a good lick until near the far turn, 
where the Brookmeade colt began weakening. 
As National Anthem fell back Bonanza (113), 
bearing the colors of William Ziegler, Jr., and 
Brookmeade Stable’s Time Clock (10714), stable- 
mate of National Anthem, began their challenges. 
Meade had to shake up Chicstraw vigorously to 
stand off the double threat. In the stretch it was 
anybody’s race until the horses were in the last 
furlong, though Chicstraw had managed at all 
stages to keep a very short lead. At the eighth 
pole the Widener colt was in front by a head, 
with Bonanza second by a neck, Time Clock 
third, the others far back. Meade’s whip drew 
the proper response from Chicstraw, and at the 
end he was in front by a length. Bonanza weak- 
ened and yielded second place to Time Clock, 
finishing two and a half lengths behind the 
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Brookmeade colt. Fourth was J. J. Moran’s 
Cohort Miss (109), followed by Propagandist 
(109), War Letter (104%4) National Anthem. 
Time, :24, :48 3-5, 1:13 3-5, 1:40, 1:45 3-5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $2,385, $500, $250, $125. 
War Letter had 41% pounds overweight, Time 
Clock, 2% pounds.

Chicstraw has been the outstanding 2-year-old 
of the fall racing season in Maryland. He has 
won four of his last five starts, and has a record 
for the year of 14 starts, seven wins, one second, 
$14,790 earned. His stakes victories, all scored 
during the Maryland fall season, were in the 
Richard Johnson Stakes, Walden, Pimlico and 
Endurance Handicaps. 


CHASE ME. 


So impressive was the record of six straight 
wins and no defeats hung up by Chase Me, the 
Purchase gelding owned by Mrs. John Bosley, 
Jr., that when Joseph McLennan came to assign 
the weights for the Thanksgiving Handicap at 
Bowie he found only one horse deserving a higher 
impost, Dark Secret, which he gave 126 pounds. 
Chase Me was rated next, with 122, ahead of 
Jamestown 120, *Winooka 118, Mate 117, etc. 

Unfortunately, Chase Me, though placed in the 
overnight entries, did not get to the post. The 
night before the race the gelding refused his 
feed. Dr. Henry J. McCarthy found the trouble 
to be an infection caused by a “wild oat” which 
had worked into his jaw. The day the race was 
run the swelling broke and discharged the oat 
and a small amount of pus. 

Mrs. Bosley had planned to send Chase Me 
back to the farm and let him rest through the 
winter months, but last week there appeared 
to be some prospect that she would change her 
mind. Joseph McLennan, racing secretary at 
Hialeah Park, was trying to arrange a $5,000 
race between Chase Me and *Winooka, to be 
run at Hileah Park, though *Winooka is definitely 
out of training for the winter. There also seemed 
to be some prospect that Chase Me might try for 
the $25,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap. 

One thing Mrs. Bosley was very positive 
about: Chase Me is not for sale. 


TEXAS 


HOUSTON. 

IKE Rockingham Park, whose _ successful 

meetings this year were sponsored by the 
same backers, the new track at Houston, Epsom 
Downs (we'll never forgive them that name), 
shows all the symptoms of being an unqualified 
success. The plant, thrown together in remark- 
ably fast time, at an expense estimated at 
$600,000, was finished just in time to receive the 
crowd of about 25,000 which turned out for the 
revival of racing in South Texas on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, November 30. The twentieth and last 
of the 50-stall barns on the grounds was not 
finished until the second day of the meeting. 
Among the fine crowd which saw Paul Ebel- 


hardt’s Gift of Roses win the stakes feature of 
the opening day were Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson, 
governor of Texas, her husband, former Governor 
James E. Ferguson, and a party of state officials. 

One surprising thing, except to those who have 
been on the grounds, was the speed of the new 
track. Ordinarily horses are not expected to run 
fast over a course which has just been completed, 
but the first event, a six-furlong dash, was done 
in 1:12, the first half-mile in :46. The fact at- 
tests the excellence of the Texas soil for racing 
purposes. Very little grading had been done on 
the course. 

The success of the Arlington Downs meeting 
and the promising beginning of the racing at 
Houston set other communities in the Lone Star 
State thinking in terms of race tracks. San An- 
tonio and Galveston groups are now at work on 
plans. 


SALE AT HOUSTON. 

What appears to be the best offering of horses 
yet sent from Kentucky to be sold in Texas is 
that which will leave Lexington about December 
9 bourd for Houston, to be sold in the Houston 
Riding Academy on the afternoon of Sunday, 
December 17. About 70 or 80 head will be in 
the shipment. The sale will be conducted by the 
Blue Grass Sales Co., consisting of H. :\. Cobb, 
Lexington, and C. W. McFerran, Jr., Louisvilie. 
Mr. Cobb, who will act as business agent, is leav- 
ing Lexington late this week for Houston to 
make arrangements. Mr. McFerran will follow 
later and will be the auctioneer. 

The offerings will include stallions, brood- 
mares, horses in training and yearlings. Con- 
signments have been made by the Highland Stock 
Farm, Old Hickory Farm, Monietta Stud, Audley 
Farm, Glen-Helen Stud, John S. Wiggins, Del E. 
Holman, Mrs. T. J. Regan, Keeneland Stud, Good- 
win Bros., W. L. Nutter, Joe Houston, Jerome B. 
Respess, W. H. Whitehouse, W. C. Westmoreland 
and W. N. Parrish. 

Among the entire horses to be sold are Tri- 
umpher, by *Colonel Vennie; Bill Southam, by 
Bubbling Over; and Morford, by Bunting. Among 
the mares is Pandora Girl (by Hessian), dam of 
three stakes winners. 


GIFT OF ROSES WINS. 

Feature of the opening day’s program of the 
28-day meeting at Epsom Downs, Houston, 
Texas, Thursday, November 30, was the Thanks- 
giving Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, six fur- 
longs). There were 12 starters, but the contest 
was pretty well narrowed down to three fillies. 
Gift of Roses (110), owned and trained by J. O. 
Keene’s protege, young J. Paul Ebelhardt, was 
the winner by a nose from Mrs. E. McCuan’s 
Sobieha (103), which finished three lengths in 
front of Black Gold Stable’s Miss Tulsa (107). 
The fourth horse was Mrs. S. H. Fairbanks’ Gold 
Step (124), carrying top weight, and decided fa- 
vorite in the betting at odds of $1.40 to $1. Gold 
Step came out of the race with his legs cut. The 
injuries were attributed to the misbehavior of 
Hecla. The first three horses held the three out- 
side post positions and at the quarter pole Miss 
Tulsa had a lead of a length over Gift of Roses, 
which was about the same distance in front of 
Sobieha. Miss Tulsa held her lead until five fur- 
longs had been covered, then she tired and 
dropped back to third position. She had set a 
fast pace, her time for the half being 46 seconds. 
Sobieha was restrained back of the pace for the 
early part of the race and at the end she was 
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wearing down the winner. Gift of Roses was 
racing in her best form, and she, too, was held in 
restraint until the stretch, when she went around 
Miss Tulsa and just lasted under a hard drive. 
The others were *Cambridgeshire (105), Sad 
Knight (101), Mr. Sponge (118), Fortunate 
Youth (104), Kieva (2-y-o, 102), Cutie Face 
(3-y-o, 101), Hecla (3-y-o0, 102%), Bender First

CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN. 


UNDAY racing has been frowned upon by the 
California Horse Racing Board, but it appears 
to have become an established custom when sail- 
ing under the flag of charity. Last Sunday an- 
other program was given for the benefit of 
numerous charitable organizations, for whose 
account it netted $2,530.50. Only about 4,000 
were in the crowd, a much smaller turnout than 
had seen earlier Sabbath programs. The previous 
Sunday a crowd of approximately 10,000 had 
turned out for the racing card whose proceeds 
went to the Christmas charity fund of San Fran- 
cisco newspapers. 

The weather last week was not so much in the 
management’s favor as had been the case earlier 
in the session, but those well informed are of the 
opinion that the meeting is not so far “in the 
red” that it could not be pulled out with a few 
fortunate breaks. 


FICKLE CHANCE AT TANFORAN. 


The Del Monte Handicap ($2,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, Spreckels Course, 170 feet less than six fur- 
longs) was the major event of the Thanksgiving 
Day program at Tanforan November 30. Fickle 
Chance (103), owned by J. P. Atkin’s Pasadena 
Stable, raced close up to H. H. Crowell’s Chic- 
toney (119), the strong favorite, for the first two 
furlongs and then took the lead and led to the 
finish, winning handily. Meadowbrook Stable’s 
Marceita (107), which had raced far back in the 
early stages, came fast in the stretch and finished 
second, a length behind the winner and the same 
distance in front of Chictoney. Fourth was J. D. 
Spreckels III’s Bissagos (107). The others were 
Mazol (100), Humorous (102), Ancelot (102), 
Ima Count (126), Beckoned (104). The latter 
carried the starter’s halter shank with her all the 
way and her jockey, J. Longden, eased her up after 
a quarter of a mile. The winner was the second 
choice in the betting.

DISQUALIFICATION IN HANDICAP. 
Meadowbrook Stable’s Bonny Grafton (3-y-o, 

108), which had trailed the field of four starters 

most of the way in the Tanforan Handicap 
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($1,500 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) at Tan- 
foran, December 2, came fast after leaving the 
back stretch, went to the outside, bore over in 
taking the lead, and caused A. Bartelstein’s 
Teralice (3-y-o, 116) and Oak Tree Stable’s Ba- 
hamas (115) to pull up sharply. At the finish 
Bonny Grafton was two and a half lengths in 
front of Teralice, which was the same distance 
in front of Bahamas. The stewards ruled that 
Bonny Grafton had interfered with the two 
horses and disqualified him from first place, 
awarding first money to Teralice, second to Ba- 
hamas and third to Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Guard- 
rail (3-y-o, 102), the only other starter. Teralice 
was the favorite at 80 cents to the $1. Time, 
:23 2-5, :46 3-5, 1:11 2-5, 1:38, 1:44 4-5. Stakes 
division $1,165, $300, $150.

NO URBAN MUTUELS. 

The Tanforan Company had visions recently of 
establishing a branch pari-mutuel betting booths 
in San Francisco and relaying the wager to the 
pools at the track, and for some time efforts 
were bent toward this end. Last week it ap- 
peared that the move had been dropped. “Legal 
obstacles” were in the way—very obvious ob- 
stacles. After the discontinuance of these efforts 
the California Horse Racing Board announced its 
attitude: “The board has always opposed the 
opening of pari-mutuel booths in San Francisco. 
The board feels this was not the intent of the 
law as patterned at Sacramento, and that such 
a move should not be permitted.” 


NEW YORK 


THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

T a meeting of stewards of the Jockey Club 

Wednesday, November 29, the organization’s 
jurisdiction over racing in West Virginia was for- 
merly withdrawn, a move consequent upon the 
establishment of West Virginia’s own racing 
commission. The application for the reinstate- 
ment of the horses Regula Baddun and Saintlite, 
ruled off as “ringers,” was tabled. Jockey W. L. 
Smith withdrew his application for a license. 
Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secretary of The 
Jockey Club, stated that Jockey Leonard Hale 
had been restored to good standing. 


FLORIDA 


DERBY CANDIDATES. 


OL. E. R. BRADLEY, now at his Idle Hour 

Farm, Lexington, may have started some- 
thing a short while back when he told Joseph 
McLennan, racing secretary at Hialeah Park, 
that he believed many Kentucky Derby winners 
of the future will come out of winter racing. 
Mr. McLennan told Jimmy Loftus, handling 
Hialeah Park’s preliminary publicity, and Loftus 
told the newspapers. The story can not escape 
making an impression, for Colonel Bradley ranks 
as an authority on Kentucky Derby winners, as 
he is the only sportsman who has owned four 
of them. 

None of the four, the master of Idle Hour com- 
mented to Mr. McLennan, has carried on suc- 
cessfully after winning the Derby. His theory is 
that “the rushed training over muddy tracks in 
chill spring weather takes too much out of 3- 
year-olds.” 

“I plan to ship my own Derby candidates to 
Hialeah Park this season,” Colonel Bradley was 
quoted. “They will be brought along slowly dur- 
ing the latter part of the Florida season and then 
sent North to receive the final training touches.” 

The story continues: “By patiently bringing his 
candidates into condition in the pleasant South 
Florida climate and then allowing them to ac- 
climate themselves in Kentucky without asking 
them to go through the gruelling last-minute 
grind, Bradley believes that his Derby candidates 
will come up to their Churchill Downs test in 
much better condition.” 

A portion of the Bradley stable, with Trainer 
William Hurley in charge, left Bowie for Hialeah 
Park last week. A few others will be shipped 
from Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, shortly. Colonel 
Bradley readily verified his statement as to 
winter racing and Kentucky Derby candidates, 
had nothing to say as to which horses are his 
Derby candidates. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 

Joseph E. Widener expects to arrive in Miami 
about January 15. He has predicted for Hialeah 
Park “the greatest meeting in the history of 
winter racing.’’ Mr. Widener’s stable of 14 horses, 
in charge of Daniel E. Stewart, was among the 
first to arrive at the track. 

Joseph McLennan, Hialeah Park’s efficient and 
justly popular racing secretary, in the course of a 
recent letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE, wrote: 

“Just returned from Miami where I went to 
adjust certain matters in connection with the 
coming Hialeah Park meeting and I can assure 
you Hialeah Park is one of the most beautiful 
places in the state of Florida. To give you some 
idea of the interest taken by visitors to Miami, 
there is not a day passes but what there are from 
150 to 250 visitors to the grounds who register. 
On Sunday the visitors will average from 1,000 
to 1,500. At this time of the year it gives you a 
fair idea of how Hialeah Park is recognized as 
the most beautiful race course in the world. 
Personally, I have yet to meet anyone who has 
seen it who does not agree with me. It was 
only last year that Capt. C. Boyd-Rochfort and 
Mr. Carter, France’s leading trainer, both ex- 
pressed themselves accordingly during their visit 
to this wonderful course. 

“I can assure you from the activity and pride 
of the people of the city of Miami at present it 
speaks well for the coming season, which in my 
opinion will far exceed all other previous ones. 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Had an opportunity to discuss conditions with 


some of the leading hotel men of Miami and they- 


informed me that one of the very noticeable fea- 
tures of this winter’s reservations, which are far 
in excess of previous years, is the fact that they 
are getting European reservations. One hotel 
manager informed me that he had a reservation 
from Germany for 25 people during the Hialeah 
Park season. A great deal of this unusual in- 
terest, I believe, is due to the undying interest 
and pride of Mr. Widener in this beautiful course. 
He has arranged to have ocean liners touch 
Miami this winter during the season, and I think, 
after all is said and done, that you will agree 
with me that the coming one will greatly exceed 
all other previous winters.” 


BRUEN RESIGNS TROPICAL JOB. 


Frank J. Bruen, who left his employment as 
manager of Hialeah Park to accept a similar 
position with Tropical Park when the Gables 
Racing Association was organized, has now given 
up his place as general manager of that com- 
pany, he announced last week. In making the 
announcement at Miami last week, he stated that 
he expected to continue his connection with rac- 
ing and would have a further statement of his 
plans in the near future. 

“My resignation,” he said, “will not in any 
manner affect the scheduled opening at Tropical 
Park. It seems assured for a record season and 
a big one. My position at Tropical Park, how- 
ever, conflicted with other business so I had to 
give up one of them.” 


JOCKEYS 


EPTEMBER 4, 1929, stewards of the Saratoga 

meeting announced that Apprentice Jockey 
Leonard Hale had been suspended for an un- 
satisfactory ride. After the New York custom 
the offense was not specified. Newspapermen, 
who are reduced to guessing about a large por- 
tion of New York’s racing news, guessed that 
Hale had not appeared sufficiently anxious to 
win with Spectacular in the sixth race at Sara- 
toga August 27, 1929. A few days after the 
announcement of his suspension, Hale’s license 
was revoked and he was ruled off the Turf. Hale 
dropped out of the public mind, but was employed 
as an exercise boy by Col. E. R. Bradley. An 
item from New Orleans a few days ago stated 
that Hale had been engaged to ride the horses 
trained by H. C. “Doc” Riddle, trainer for J. J. 
Robinson and A. B. Gordon. When questioned 
by newspapers, the office of The Jockey Club 
gave the information that Hale had been restored 
to good standing, had nothing further to say 
about the matter. The Jockey Club still figures 
that its disbarments and reinstatements are ex- 
clusively its own business. 

For weeks Tod Sloan, famous rider of 30-odd 
years ago, has been dying in the Los Angeles 
General Hospital from acute cirrhosis of the 
liver. On Wednesday, November 29, however, 
newspapers carried the story that Sloan had 
shown much improvement, sat up in bed and 
smoked a cigar, and that he would be able to 
leave the hospital in a few days. The report ap- 
peared unduly optimistic. Sloan is incurably ill. 

The Maryland Racing Commission at a meeting 
held Friday, December 1, revoked the license of 
J. McCleary, who was charged with a listless 
ride (i. e., pulling) on Mrs. M. Segal’s Don Pedro 
the previous day. The horse was claimed out of 
that race and started again on Thursday, when 


he won. McCleary, who has had about 150 
mounts, said he took orders from a stranger—a 
most unusual defense. . . S. Renick, who was 
suspended by the Maryland Racing Commission 
for an indifferent performance on Don Guzman, 
was restored to good standing. . . “Lightning” 
Jones injured his foot during the morning train- 
ing hours at New Orleans Friday and was forced 
to cancel his mounts. . . Alcee Richard is at 
Houston where he will ride the Audley Farm 
Stable horses. . . E. Brasfield, badly injured in 
a fall at Arlington Downs, is improving rapidly. 
. . Andy Coghill was given 10 days suspension 
at Tanforan November 24 for causing a jam 
while riding Oil Queen. Don Meade, first 
string rider for Col. E. R Bradley, has given 
second call on his services for 1934 to George 
D. Widener. . Jefferson Park stewards have 
issued an order to jockeys that they will not be 
allowed to ride contract mounts for any one but 
their employers. Homer Derden, 19, under 
contract to R. T. Taylor, of Rusk, Texas, will 
make his debut as a rider at Houston. He is 
from Bloomington Grove, Texas. Benny 
Jones, brother to Leo “Lightning” Jones, is rid- 
ing at Jefferson Park. . . Raymond Haywood, 
16, of Anchorage, Ky., expects to make his 
debut as a rider at Jefferson Park. He is under 
contract to W. C. Weant, and has had four 
years experience in galloping. . . M. J. Kelly, 
once a rider for the late Caesar Young, was 
found dead at a stable at Tanforan November 29. 
. . F. Madeley has severed his connections with 
the W. I. Newmarch stable and is riding as a 
free lance at Charles Town. . . Harvey Duncan 
is at Houston where he will ride for L. R. Knif- 
ong, California turfman. Apprentice F. A. 
Smith, under contract to James C. Ellis, has re- 
ported at Houston to Trainer Otis Clelland, who 
has nine horses for Mr. Ellis. . . Epsom Downs 
stewards suspended M. Calvert and F. C. Smith 
five days for rough riding in the Thanksgiving 
Handicap and dealt out the same punishment for 
J. Sylvester for the same offense the same day. 
. . Jefferson Park stewards have given orders 
that “no change in riders will be allowed after 
8:45 a. m. unless the assigned jockey has become 
ill or suffers an injury.” . . The services of M. 
Verbus have been acquired by Octave Viau from 
Jack Yerian. . . Clarence McCrossen has signed 
with Charles Bacharach’s Southland Stable, now 
at Jefferson Park. .. At Bowie Monday, Novem- 
ber 27, on the way to the post for the seventh 
race, Golden Words unseated W. Saunders and 
bolted into the infield. F. Madeley was substi- 
tuted as his rider when it was found Saunders 
was slightly injured. . . J. Hunter has gone to 
Jefferson Park to ride the horses of C. V. Whit- 
ney which Mose Goldblatt is training. . . For 
unfair riding while astride Jeanne Wachs in the 
sixth race Saturday at Houston, J. McCoy was 
suspended for 10 days. For rough riding on 
Ruckus in the same race, A. Alberts was set 
down for five days. . . Jack Westrope, riding at 
Houston the last three days of last week, rode 
four winners, moved his total wins for the year 
up to 269... W. D. Wright also had four win- 
ners and stepped over the 200 mark. His total 
at the end of last Saturday’s racing was 202. 


MISSOURI RACING BILL. 


The House of Representatives of the Missouri 
legislature on November 28 defeated a motion to 
consider the bill authorizing pari-mutuel betting 
on horse races. The bill can be called up for 
consideration later.

Here, at the farm famous for many years 
as the stud of former Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den, Tryster will be in charge of Charles Gentry.

WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN. 

MEETING of the calibre of Maryland’s half- 

mile track racing was opened at Charles 
Town, W. Va., last Saturday, December 2, and 
is receiving as much attention as the major 
meetings in that sector principally because of 
the fact that it is now furnishing the only racing 
in the eastern section of the United States, part- 
ly because it marks an auspicious beginning for 
legalized racing in the state. Racing began at 
a plant not yet completed. The track, by dint 
of constant efforts, was put in condition for the 
first day’s racing, but as soon as the program 
was finished work on the six-furlong course was 
resumed and continued through Saturday night, 
Sunday and Sunday night. The track had a 
promising opening day, favored by perfect 
weather. Newspapers reported a “capacity 
crowd.” Charles Curtis, former vice-president, 
was among those in attendance and he had high 
praise for the venture, which, he stated, “is situ- 
ated ideally.” 

Purses are $400, and the feature of the first 
day was a $500 purse won by George L. Arvin’s 
Luck In. Good-sized fields are entered regularly 
for each of the seven races a day. An excellent 
staff of officials is in charge. Edward J. Bren- 
non is the steward representing the West Vir- 
ginia Racing Commission. George Brown, Jr., 
one of the most efficient men in the country, is 
presiding steward and is assisted by A. Watson 
and J. P. Turner. Judges are G. P. Miller, F. 
Brook and Joseph McLennan. Mr. McLennan is 
also acting as racing secretary. Marshall Cas- 
sidy is starter. Mortimer Mahoney has charge 
of the mutuels. 

The Charles Town track, not close to any large 
center of population, is 58 miles from Washing- 
ton, by Leesburg, and this route includes a 17- 
mile drive over unimproved roads. To get from 
Washington to the track on paved roads it is 
necessary to go by way of Frederick, Va., and 
drive 72 miles. Special trains are being run 
from Washington to the course. 

The paddock is connected by a covered pas- 
sageway to the club house and grandstand, be- 
hind which it stands. The grandstand is glassed 
in at each end, but not heated, as earlier reports 
had indicated it would be. The wagering pavilion, 
with 44 ticket windows, is under the stand. The 
club house is a two-story structure adjoining the 
grandstand and is steam-heated. In the infield 
facing the grandstand is an “Odds-O-Meter,” a 
board which gives post positions, jockeys, results, 
pay-offs, etc. 

The track is six-furlongs in circumference, 
with chutes for races of four, five and seven fur- 
longs and a mile. Stationary stalls are in each 
of the chutes. The plant is stated to have cost 
about $160,000. The grandstand has a capacity 
of about 3,000, the club house 300. The present 
meeting is scheduled to run 20 days and a second 
meeting is scheduled for early next summer.
